General Stoessel, who is 
in command of the Russian troops at 
Port Arthur, was wounded and one of 
his legs has been amputated at tho 
thigh. 


Chifu, June 14.—The Japanese are 


massing men and guns for the final 
assault on Port Arthur. General Oku 
has so sacured his rear that he has ab- 
solutely no fear of a serious attack 
from that quarter. He has his artillery 
so placed as to protect his troops as 
much as possible during the advance, 
and his preliminary fighting has mark- 
ed out the most favorable opportunity 
for an attack. It is believed the Jap- 
anese plan will jollow closely that 
which proved successful when the fort- 
ress was taken from the Chinese. 


The Japanese attacking force will be 


divided into four divisions. 
One will 


make the attack by way of Dainy. This 
division already is in position. Then 
there Will be two flanking divisions to 
the west of the roalroad, one flanking 
the JStse hill, another attacking the 
Xgantss forts., while the main body 
will advance through the valley where 
the railroad runs.

their meals, cooked on an electric stove j 
more than twenty feet beneath the wa- 
ter, the submarine torpedo boat Ful- 
ton came to the surface shortly before 
noon the other day, says the New 
York World. 


The officers and men, to the number 


of uiue, experienced no inconvenience 
while beneath the water in the torpedo 
boat. They were divided into watches 
of two hours each, and spent their time 
when not on duty in playing cards and 
sleeping. 
Being unable to smoke wor- 


ried 'some of the officers and men worse 
than anything else. The board of in- 
spection of the navy department which 
was in charge of tbe tesTs to which the 
Fulton was subjected would not per- 
mit any matches or fire to be taken 
aboard the boat. 


Several boxes of cigars were taken 


aboard before the entrance hatch was 
finally closed, and the men were per- 
mitted to have "dry smokes" — that is, 
to chew cigars. 


The naval officers in charge of the 


test say that it was one of the most 
severe and at the same time the most 
satisfactory that a submarine boat has 
ever undergone. 


Fresh air was forced into the com- 


partment occupied by the crew once 
every four hours, in conformity with 
the instructions of the inspection board. 
At no time did tbe crew feel any ill 
effects from lack of air or too much 
air. 


It was not until after 8 o'clock at 


night that the preparations for the 
"habitation test." which provided the 
boat should remain submerged con- 
tinuously for twelve hours, were be- 
gun. 
At 10:30 o'clock the boat began 


to submerge and just thirteen minutes 
later was entirely out of' sight 


Members of the crew say their stay 


under water was most pleasant, and 
that they slept as comfortably as they 
would in their awn beds. They could 
plainly hear the noise made by pass- 
ing steamboats and all were up early 
the nest morning. 


The chef prepared a breakfast of 


ham .and eggs, with hot coffee, • bis- 
cuits and a cereal on the electric stove, 
and from what he says the confinement 
in the submerged boat did not affect 
the appetite of anybody. 


Preparations for raising the sub- 


merged boat were begun at 11 o'clock 
in the morning by the crew aboard. 
and five minutes later the Fulton was 
awash. 
The hatch was opened and 


Captain Cable, in charge of the boat 
for the Holland company, and Naval 
Constructor Woodward, of the navy 
department, came out. They were fol- 
lowed a few minutes later by the crew. 


Throughout the night and day fol- 


lowing a close watch was kept by 
officers and sailors of the navy to see 
that the Fulton did not rise to the 
surface within the "habitation'1 test. 
Not even an air bubble was seen in the 
night by the watchers. 


The Fulton in November of 1002 was 


submerged more than fifteen hours, but 
the test was unofficial. The men who 
were in the boat say they could have 
remained there ten days without in- 
convenience.
